A BUSINESS owner has been 
killed while attempting to defend 
himself and his wife against 
armed robbers. 

Shammi Atwal died after the 
attack by ten men on Glen and Co 
cash and carry, in Ripple Road, 
Barking around 10.20am on 
Monday, October 15. 

The gang entered the shop 
swinging metal bars and at least 
one sledgehammer. 


Brave father of two dies in collision with lorry 


Both Mr Atwal and his wife 
attempted to stop the robbery. 
Police said the gang ran from the 
premises and the father of two, 
from Chigwell, gave chase, but 
was allegedly pushed in front of a 
moving lorry. 

Mr Atwal, 45, was declared 
dead at the scene. 

His 37-year-old wife suffered 
minor injuries. 

Officers from the Met's 


Homicide and Major Crime 
Command (HMCC) appealed for 
information. 

Detective Chief Inspector Neale 
Baldock, said: “This was a man 
trying to stop thieves robbing his 
business. 

“He acted bravely in defence of 
his wife and managed to chase the 
robbers from his premises only 
for him to be pushed in front of a 
moving lorry. 


“People in the community know 
who committed this appalling and 
cowardly crime and I would urge 
them to contact my officers.” 

The lorry driver stopped and 
was not arrested.

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Sham marriage fixer jailed 



Taofik Amao 


A SHAM marriage 'fixer' 
whose cover was blown 
by two of his ‘clients’ has 
been jailed for two and a 
half years. 

Taofik Amao, 50, of 
Stanfield Gardens, 
Dagenham, was found 
guilty of conspiracy to 
facilitate a breach of 
immigration law on 
February 20, following a 
10 day trial at the Old 
Bailey. He was sentenced 
on Thursday. 

Amao attempted to 
arrange a fake wedding 
between 27-year-old 
Dutch national 

Scheyecka Nowells, and 
Nigerian Oluwaseun 
Olukokun, 31, of 
Stanmore Road, 

Birmingham, in October 
2012. 

However the couple 
were summoned for a 
marriage interview with 
Home Office staff after 
they became suspicious 
that the relationship may 
not be genuine. 

They were questioned 
and Nowells admitted the 
intended marriage was a 
sham and claimed that 
the ‘fixers’ could be seen 
carrying her red suitcase 
at London Bridge Station. 

Amao and fellow sus¬ 
pect Akinwale Akinmade, 
37, of Turner Avenue, 
Seven Sisters, Haringey, 
were arrested at the sta¬ 
tion for conspiracy to 
facilitate a non EU 
national to remain in the 
UK. 


Nowells and Olukokun 
were arrested for the 
same offence and, along 
with Akinmade, made 
statements implicating 
Amao as the main fixer, 
which were backed up by 
evidence gathered from 
his mobile phone and lap¬ 
top computer. 

Nowells, Olukokun and 
Akinmade pleaded guilty 
to the charges and were 
sentenced to 12 months, 
18 months and two years 
respectively at Woolwich 
Crown Court on 


February 1. 

Amao was charged with 
conspiracy to facilitate a 
breach of immigration 
law on February 20 

Hannah Shirley, from 
the Home Office’s immi¬ 
gration enforcement 
criminal and financial 
investigations team, 
said: “Amao clearly 
thought that he could run 
roughshod over the UK’s 
immigration rules and 
make a profit from his 
criminality. 

“He was wrong as our

“The Home Office is

Under current law trading standards officers 
oversee money lending, and as the borough does 
not have the resources or expertise it agreed to 
sign up to the Birmingham team, which is gov¬ 
ernment funded. 

The spokesman added: “We have decided to 
engage the help of Birmingham Council’s illegal 
money lending team because it has skills and 
expertise which we do not possess internally. 

“Also, because this is a government funded ini¬ 
tiative there is no cost to the council. 

“We will be publicising the scheme to encour¬ 
age people to come forward and get help if they 
have been affected by illegal money lending. We 
will also be asking partner agencies to refer peo¬ 
ple to the service.” 

The council will be releasing a dedicated 
money shortly, meanwhile anyone who needs 
help with loan sharks can phone 020 8215 3000. 


‘Go home’ vans banned 


CONTROVERSIAL Home Office 
Ad vans urging illegal immigrants 
to go home have been banned by 
the Advertising Standards Agency. 

The watchdog received 224 com¬ 
plaints about the vans which toured 
Barking, Dagenham and 
Redbridge. 

Posters on the sides of the vans 
stated 'Go Home or Face Arrests' 


and gave the numbers of arrests 
made the previous week. 

Most complaints claimed the 
words 'Go Home' were offensive 
and distressing, and arrest figures 
could not be substantiated. 

The ASA found the adverts were 
misleading but not offensive or 
irresponsible and ruled it must not 
appear again in its present form.

The number of children coming into care has been increasing every year, 
but there are not enough foster carers able to give them a safe home. 
A child comes into care and needs a foster home every 22 minutes in the UK, 
so more foster families are needed urgently to provide a warm and loving 
environment to vulnerable children in the community. 

Some children need a safe place to stay for only a few nights, whilst others 
might stay in long-term foster care until they are grown up. It is important 
that children who require care have foster carers who can meet their needs, 
so foster children are matched very closely with carers to help ensure that the 
placement will be successful. 



Ben’s story: 

I was brought up in care and 
I moved away from my family 
when I was 10 years old. I 
didn’t have a great time to start 
off with; I moved a lot and 
also changed schools, which 
was pretty rubbish at the time. 

When I was 13,1 moved in with 
some foster carers that I really 
liked! They listened to what 
I had to say and really cared 
about me. I was at a new school 
with loads of new friends, and 
I really wanted to stay 

After a few years at school 
I got my GCSEs and they were 
really important to me, as I 
wanted to get into college and 
study for my A-Levels. I now 
have my A-Levels under my 
belt and I’m looking to go to 
university soon. 

I really like to exercise and I’m 
always out and about - running, 
swimming and going to the gym. When I’m not exercising or working you will 
find me in the living room playing FIFA with my foster brother...and he 
always wins!

Seeing the children grow into 
independent and intelligent individuals has brought me satisfaction and 
helped me to become a better person.

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Sham marriage fixer jailed

A SHAM marriage 'fixer' 
whose cover was blown 
by two of his ‘clients’ has 
been jailed for two and a 
half years. 

Taofik Amao, 50, of 
Stanfield Gardens, 
Dagenham, was found 
guilty of conspiracy to 
facilitate a breach of 
immigration law on 
February 20, following a 
10 day trial at the Old 
Bailey. He was sentenced 
on Thursday. 

Amao attempted to 
arrange a fake wedding 
between 27-year-old 
Dutch national 

Scheyecka Nowells, and 
Nigerian Oluwaseun 
Olukokun, 31, of 
Stanmore Road, 

Birmingham, in October 
2012. 

However the couple 
were summoned for a 
marriage interview with 
Home Office staff after 
they became suspicious 
that the relationship may 
not be genuine. 

They were questioned 
and Nowells admitted the 
intended marriage was a 
sham and claimed that 
the ‘fixers’ could be seen 
carrying her red suitcase 
at London Bridge Station. 

Amao and fellow sus¬ 
pect Akinwale Akinmade, 
37, of Turner Avenue, 
Seven Sisters, Haringey, 
were arrested at the sta¬ 
tion for conspiracy to 
facilitate a non EU 
national to remain in the 
UK. 


Nowells and Olukokun 
were arrested for the 
same offence and, along 
with Akinmade, made 
statements implicating 
Amao as the main fixer, 
which were backed up by 
evidence gathered from 
his mobile phone and lap¬ 
top computer. 

Nowells, Olukokun and 
Akinmade pleaded guilty 
to the charges and were 
sentenced to 12 months, 
18 months and two years 
respectively at Woolwich 
Crown Court on 


February 1. 

Amao was charged with 
conspiracy to facilitate a 
breach of immigration 
law on February 20 

Hannah Shirley, from 
the Home Office’s immi¬ 
gration enforcement 
criminal and financial 
investigations team, 
said: “Amao clearly 
thought that he could run 
roughshod over the UK’s 
immigration rules and 
make a profit from his 
criminality. 

“He was wrong as our

officers caught up with 
him and brought him to 
justice. 

“The Home Office is 
cracking down on all 
forms of immigration 
crime, no matter how 
large or small, and those 
who seek to cheat immi¬ 
gration laws face prose¬ 
cution and conviction.”
